Organize a Northern Berkshire 


Sunday School District. 


VALUABLE 
POINTS ON WORK. 


Delegations 
from 
Surrounding 
Towns 


Present. Very Interesting Talk to the 


Children. Methods of Teaching 


Given and Illustrated. 


Northern Berkshire was formed into a 


district association Monday at a conven- 
tion held in the Baptist church. 
Officers 


of the state association and representa- 
tives of the different churches of Northern 
Berkshire county were present. »•«• n ,• 


This association is an organization of 


which the pastors, officers and teachers 
of every evangelical church are a part. 
Its purpose is, through district associa- 
tions, organized at convenient points and 
in sufficient numbers, to bring together in 
conventions for conference, every pastor, 
church officer and Sunday school in the 
state for mutual help and encouragement. 


State officers J. N. Dummer, secretary; 


Miss Bertha F. Vella, assistant secretary, 
and H, S. Conant, another Sunday school 
worker, were present. 
The afternoon 


service was opened by a praise and devo- 
tional service lead by Bev. Phillip Goetell 
of the Methodist church of Adams. An 
address of welcome by Bev. F. D. Penney 
followed. 


J. N. Dummer 


Then spoke upon "Our State Association 
—It's Aim and Purpose." Mr. Dummer 
told what the association was, what it had 
done and what was its aim to accomplish 
in the future. He said the first year the 
association was organized thirty-three 
districts were formed, the second year six 
more, and that now only five portions of 
the state, marked off aa districts, were un- 
organized. He said, that should northern 
Berkshire and the districts about Worces- 
ter, where they were going today (Tues- 
day) organize, there would be but three 
unorganized districts in the state and he 
hoped these would be organized before 
fall. Mr. Dummer spoke of the detects in 
our present Sunday school system, as to 
the election of a superintendent and the 
appointment of teachers. He thought 
that a supplementary course of reading 
should be take up and promotions from 
grade should follow as in our public 
schools. As it is now, Mr. Dummer said, 
a class is taught by the same teachers for. 
a long period of years and scholars would 
profit far more had they the learning and 
experience of different teachers. All this 
could be more easily accomplished where 
such an organization as a state association 
existed and through such an organization 
superintendents and teachers could get 
great benefit. The special point that he 
dwelt upon was the establishing of a 
union, or training school, for the benefit 
of teachers. Mr. Dummer said that the 
home department was a strong lever in 
reaching~the aim of Sunday school work 
and home visitation by the teachers was a 
most fundamental necessity. 
He said 


that all surrounding territory should be 
thoroughly canvassed and that denomina- 
tional differences had no part in this work, 
other then in that one might help the 
other. He thought that each district asso- 
ciation should hold an annual festival at 
which different parts of the district should 
read reports and compare notes. Mr. 
Bummer told of a convention or festival 
at Detroit where 8,000 children marched 
through the streets. He said that one 
notable feature of the organization was its 
adaptability for the attainment of good in 
country as well as city. Mr. Dummer 
said that he hoped this district would or- 
ganize at once and step out into the front 
ranks in the Sunday school work of the 
state. 
Mr. Canedy 


hoped the most would be made of this op- 
portunity, and atl a vote taken it was 
found that it was the wish of those pres- 
ent. Alcommittee was appointed to choose 
a name for this district and to nominate 
officers. 
The Northern Berkshire Dis- 


trict of the Massachusetts Sunday School 
Association was chosen as a name. 
The 


following were nominated and elected: 
President, G. W. Chase; vice-president, 
W. B. Plunkett; secretary, Lidia Pierce; 
treasurer, M. V. N. Braman; executive 
committee: H. B. Foskett of Adams, 
J. W. Millard of Stamford, Vt., A. E. 
Hall of Williamstown, A. Smith of Clarks- 
burg, Mrs. Bigger of Florida, M. Miller 
of Savoy, and John Blackinton of Black- 
inton. Rev. A. B. Penniman of Adams 
and E. Barnard spoke upon "the object 
and aim of Sunday school work," which 
is Christian developement. 


Mr. Penniman compared the Sunday 


school in its relations to young people to 
a protective tariff on young manufacto- 
ries. Mr. Penniman said that the minds 
of the young should not be cramped, and 
that they should be taught the difference 
between real and conventional sin. 


Mr. Barnard 


Said it was the aim of the Sunday school 
to teach men to come to Christ, and that 
this did not concern denominational lines. 
Mr. Barnard thought that the primary 
department was the most important and 
that the greatest care should be taken in 
the appointment of teachers for this de- 
partment. 


H. S. Conant 


Next spoke of his experience in Sunday 
school work. 
He recalled some very 


pleasant memories, among which the 
most pleasing was that of his Sunday 
school teacher, and tne memory of that 
teacher be said had done him great good. 
Mr. Conant spoke of the relation of the 
church to the Sunday school and said 
that the Sunday school shouldibe consid- 
ered of the greater importance. 
He 


thought Sunday school should be he:d 
later in the afternoon instead of at 1 
o'clock as the scholars are then tired. He 
thought that the superintendent should 
be elected by the teachers and that the 
superintendent should appoint all teach- 
ers. 
Miss Vella 


Addressed a large number of children that 
had come from school.She talked in a most 
interesting manner to the little ones and 
they were greatly interested. She told of 
the different sphere of existence that a 
caterpiller experiences in changing to a 
butter-fly, a water worm in changing to a 
fly, a bird's egg in changing to a bird, and 
pointed out how desirable the latter exis- 
tence was to the former. She said,then why 
be afraid to die after noting these marvel- 
ous things. Miss Vella talked at some 
length to the children. The service was 
a very pleasing one and one that the coil' 


dren will not soon forget. Alter the chil- 
dren had gone out Miss Vella spoke to 
teachers and parents and gave many hints 
as to the best way of interesting the young 
children. The talk was confined to the 
teaching of primary and junior grades and 
she recommended that the teachers form 
themselves into a class to study the lesson 
and the best manner in which to present 
the facts the children. A committee was 
appointed to confer with the superintend- 
ents of tee different Sunday schools and to 
come to some decision or plan of action as 
to this matter. This class would be con- 
fined to the town only, and surburban 
towns could organize classes later. Miss 
Vella said that she was often asked by 
teachers for reading matter from which 
hints could be gained. She recommended 
"The International Evangel" and the "In- 
ternational Bulletin." Miss Vella's talk 
was very entertaining and instructive. 


In the evening at 7.30 a praise service 


was held by James Mitchell, A. E. Hall of 
Williamstown, H. B. Foskett of Adams 
and M. V. N. Braman spoke very interest- 
ingly on "How to Hold Our Young Men in 
the Sunday School." The service closed 
at 9 o'clock.

ter of this old liidy, who furnished the fol- 
lowing bit of family history: 


Mr. James E. Bone and his wife, Mil- 


dred Bone, lived in 186l)iu Clarke county. 
There hud been born to them 23 children, 
1(5 of whom Iiad lived to manhood and wo- 
manhood—ten sons and six daughters. 


When the war broke out, the bravo anil 


loyjil mother buckled on the swords t>£ her 
ten sons and sent them all out to fight for 
Dixie. 


On April 7, 18(i3, being hard pressed for 


necessities of life, Mrs. Bono wrote Gener- 
al Lee a letter asking that one of her sous 
be sent home to make a crop. To this let- 
ter General Lee replied. Following is a 
copy of the reply, taken from the original, 
uo\v in po^ession of Mi.ss Dorcus Bone of 
Athens, Gu., a sinter ot the ten brothers:

A OHEEOKEE SCHEME. 


Wish to Buy the Mexican State of Siualott 


and Emigrate Thither. 


A number of prominent Cherokees met 


at Tnhlcqimh, I. T., recently and formed 
a colonization plan for such Indians as 
will join them in colonizing iu Mexico or 
fiiiuth America, and they are now in con- 
ference with President Diaz of Mexico, 
through tho Mexican minister at Washing- 
ton, for the purchase of the state of Simi- 
loa, a strip of land nbout 300 miles long by 
10(1 miles wide, in western Mexico, on the 
coast of the California gulf. 


Hon. 
Bird Harris, a brother to Chief C. 


.1. Harris of the Cherokees, is one of the 
chief promoters of tho plan and says that a 
definite understanding from Mexico is ex- 
pected within a few daj-s. The state of 
fsinnloa, he says, has a long chain of moun- 
tains running along its extreme eastern 
border and the California gulf on the west. 
Between them is low, fertile land, which 
i.s given up to grazing, and but few people 
occupy the state. He says that he thinks 
nearly 100,000 Indians from the several 
tribes and' nations would be glad to go 
there and would carry with them about 
£130,000,000 oC wealth, and that Mexico 
would be glad to sell them the desired tract 
to have it occupied and developed, and to 
command such large wealth. 


Quite a number of prominent Cherokees 


are interested in the scheme and say that 
it is in response to a demand from a num- 
ber of full bloods, who want to continue 
(heir present customs and government. 


Mr. Harris says that iu the event they 


fail to agree with Mexico they have a site 
in view in the L'nitcd States of Colombia, 
in South America, where the conditions 
«ill bo quite acceptable. The land there is 
h"ld in common, and the population is 
tersely an Indian population of this various 
decrees of civilization. In that tropical 
dime exertion is not essential to livelihood, 
and a weary warrior would cot have to 
move from under the shade of his palm 
tree to get fruit for sustenance. Mr. Har- 
ris thinks there is no doubt that they will 
succeed iu tho plan.—St. Louis Globc- 
Domocrat.

The buildings 
will not be altered to any extent, but new 
machinery will take the place of the old. 
As many operatives will be employed un- 
der the new regime as at present, so the 
village of Greylock and the town of North 
Adams will not suffer at all by the change. 
In fact, it is probable that the number of 
employes may be somewhat increased. 
This is the most important change ever 
made by any manufacturing concern in 
town and the matter will be of interest to 
manufacturing and commercial circles all 
over the country.

The Boston Globe of Sunday published 


a very instructive and interesting sympo- 
sium of signed articles, from persons, con- 
nected with the legislature, answering the 
question, "Why docs our legislature sit so 
long?'' Among these articles was- one 
from Hon. Geo. V. L. Meyer, speaker of 
the house of representatives; and one of 
reasons given by him is the custom of

'nit a single term. 


This custom of rotation in office grows 


out of that view of public position which 
considers this as being in the nature of a 
a personal distinction and reward ; and, 
a^ there are ninny to be distinguished and 
regarded, no one incumbent should < njoy 
the honor too long.

public policy of tins personal vie« , it is 
•lot difficult to see that it is contrary to 
t:K- philosophy of party government, 
w hose nd\ nntage it is supposed to fui ther.

there has been no other so just \va\ yet 
Reused for tarrying out the will of the 
people.
